1963 NEBRASKA FOOTBALL PREVIEW 


As the Nebraska Cornhuskers head into their second campaign 
under Bob Devaney, the big question is: What can we do for an encore? 

It's understandable, of course, when you recall that the 1962 Corn- 
huskers made such a sensational debut under Devaney—a 9-2 record, a 
Gotham Bowl victory, finest Nebraska record since 1905, first winning 
season since 1954, and an ample supply of individual honors. 

However, Devaney and his excellent staff aren’t singing the blues 
about 1963. Nebraska expects to have a good football team, Devaney 
will tell you that spring practice indicated the Huskers are likely to be 
a better club than the 1962 team from the personnel standpoint, 

But it will take some tall doin’ to match or surpass the 1962 produc- 
tion—either in victories or in the sheer drama that had Nebraska fans 
reeling for joy—and the Scarlet staff swoons en masse at the suggestion 
another 9-2 is in the works. 

“We should have a good team, one that’s capable of winning’ some 
games,” Devaney ‘says. “And we have some outstanding individuals 
on the first unit. But we lack proven depth at key positions—like end, 
guard and fullback—and would only be fooling ourselves if we started 
counting on bettering the 1962 record. There isn’t a team in the 
country that figures to win nine games before the season starts—too 
many intangibles are involved.” 

Cornhusker optimism for a successful campaign is based on 21 
lettermen returning from the Gotham Bowl squad, including six regu- 
lars and 10 alternates, plus a 1961 starter. 

Heading the list are Dennis Claridge, All Big 8 quarterback named 
Player of the Year in 1962 by United Press International; Bob Brown, 
All Big 8 guard; halfback Willie Ross, NU’s leading ground gainer in 
1962; and tackle Lloyd Voss, another top candidate for high honors in 
1963. 

Claridge was key figure in Nebraska’s dramatic rise to prominence 
last year, leading the Husker offense with 829-yards passing (a school 
record) and 370-yards rushing for a 1,199-yard total. He also scored 64 
points, passed for four touchdowns and flipped four PAT passes, 

The Robbinsdale, Minn., senior was the No. 3 draft choice of the 
Green Bay Packers in the 1962 NFL draft and is a solid All America 
candidate this year. 

Brown and Voss—the big men of a Husker line which will be noted 
for size and fair mobility—both were high on the rave lists compiled by 
pro scouts during spring drills, and will be in the thick of the laurels’ 
race. 

Other returning starters are center Ron Michka and Rudy Johnson, 
both two-year lettermen. Johnson has logged starting time at right 
half for two seasons, but he’ll start the 1963 season at fullback which 
was weakened by the loss of Bill Thornton, Warren Powers and Noel 
Martin, 

Gene Young, 220-pounder who can work up good power, Johnson 
and Bruce Smith, a 1962 squadmen who came on strong during the 
spring, could remove the fullback spot from the worry department. 

Still to be resolved is the depth situation behind Brown and John 
Kirby, 1962 alternate unit veteran, at both guard spots. Lettermen

Don McDermott and John Dervin ran with the alternates—Devaney 
plays two units equally during games—last spring, but the coaches are 
hoping for added improvement before pronouncing the area solid. 

Ditto for both ends where the Huskers lost four of the top six via 
graduation. Only returnees are two-year lettermen Dick Callahan and 
Larry Tomlinson. Top line find of the spring was right end Tony Jeter, 
a 6-3, 210-pounder who has good hands and a rugged nature on de- 
fense. If he continues to sparkle, a portion of the flank problem may 
be solved. - 

Other sophomores who battled toward the top last spring—only 
eight were listed on the top three units at the close of drills—are 
quarterback Fred Duda, 183-pounder who won the alternate unit 
skippership away from letterman Doug Tucker and was a spring game 
standout; halfback Frank Solich, a 160-pound flyer; halfback Ted 
Vactor; tackle Dick Czap and guard Ed Pavoris. 

Other veterans who are slated for heavy duty are tackle Larry 
Kramer, rugged junior; halfback Kent McCloughan, 193-pound sprint- 
er, who earned the No, 1 right half job; tackles Monte Kiffin and Bob 
Jones, both two-year lettermen who make tackles the probable strong- 
est spots, depth-wise; halfbacks Dave Theisen and Maynard Smidt, 
both of whom were stalled by injuries in the spring (Smidt fractured 
a leg). 

By position, the Cornhusker picture looks something like this: 

Left end—One letterman, depth questionable. 

Left tackle—Solid with two capable lettermen. 

Left guard—Two lettermen, possible depth problem below Kirby. 

Center—Three lettermen, adequate but not outstanding. 

Right guard—Two lettermen, possible depth problem below Brown. 

Right tackle—Solid with two capable lettermen. 

Right end—One letterman, depth questionable; Jeter should help. 

Quarterback—Outstanding with Claridge; another letterman and 
soph Duda, add depth. 

Left halfback—Should be above average with Ross; two other

Right halfback—Fine starter in McCloughan; depth could be factor, 
Fullback—One letterman; situation improved in spring but depth

Prior to assuming the chancellorship of Nebraska, Dr, Hardin was 
on the faculty at the University of Wisconsin and Michigan State Uni- 
versity. He served four years as director of Michigan State’s Experi- 
ment Station and held the position of Dean of the School of Agriculture.

Tippy Dye, Athletic Director . .. Tippy Dye’s first big job after 
being named Nebraska’s athletic director was to find a football coach. 

His choice: Bob Devaney—and the 1962 Cornhuskers posted a 9-2 
record, best at Nebraska since 1905, Tippy’s most recent major task 
was finding a successor to basketball coach Jerry Bush, who resigned 
after the 1962-63 season. His choice: Joe Cipriano of Idaho, whose 
initial recruiting gem was the signing of Omaha Tech star Fred Hare. 

Success in athletics and athletic administration 
is no stranger to Dye, Prior to accepting the Ne- 
braska position in December, 1961, Dye was ath- 
letic director at Wichita for three years, during 
which that school became a national basketball 
power and saw its football team climax the 1961 
season with a Sun Bowl appearance. 

During Tippy’s nine-year tenure as basketball 
coach at the University of Washington, his teams 
won the northern division of the Pacific Coast 
Conference six times, won two championships and 
copped the Western NCAA Regional in 1953. 

Dye was a three-sport athlete at Ohio State 
and gained numerous honors. He was an all con- TIPPY DYE 
ference quarterback, all conference and All Amer- Athletic Director 
ica in basketball, despite standing only 5-7 and 
weighing 140 pounds, and a standout infielder on the Buckeye baseball 
team. 

Tippy was named to the all conference cage squad, in 1936 and 1937, 
the All America basketball team, in 1937, and selected for the East- 
West Shrine football game and All Star football game in Chicago. He 
earned three letters each in baseball, football and basketball. 

Graduating from Ohio State in 1937, Dye joined the Cincinnati 
Bengals of the newly-formed American Football League as player- 
coach for the 1937 and 1938 seasons. 

Moving to the college ranks as basketball coach and assistant foot- 
ball coach at Brown, Dye returned to Ohio State in 1942 as assistant 
coach in football and basketball. He was named head baseball coach 
in 1943 and skippered the Buckeye team to the Big 10 title. 

After serving three years in the Navy V-5 program at Chapel Hill, 
N. C., and Corpus Christi, Tex., Dye returned to Ohio State as head 
basketball coach in 1946; He concluded his stay there in 1950 by re- 
cording a 22-4 record, winning the Big 10 championship and defeating 
City College of New York, 56-55, in the NCAA playoffs. 

Dye’s fellow members in the athletic profession have recognized 
his stature by naming him to key positions. He has been a member of 
the National Basketball Rules Committee, the National Basketball 
Coaches Press Relations Committee and the Ethics All-American Re- 
search Committee. Tippy “was a member of the NCAA Olympic Com- 
mittee for basketball and served as team manager for the 1959 Pan- 
American games, 

The 48-year-old Nebraska director is married and he and his wife. 
Mary, have two children—Stephanie, 19, and Tipppy, Jr.. 18.

Robert S. Devaney, Head Football Coach .. , Hard-working—yel 
humorous and good-natured—Bob Devaney saw to it in a hurry that 
“next. year” finally arrived at Nebraska. 

Taking the reigns for the first time in 1962, after a successful stint 
at the University of Wyoming, Devaney guided the Cornhuskers to an 
8-2 regular season, than capped the saga by skippering the Scaflets 
to a sensational 36-34 victory over Miami in the Gotham Bowl, 

It was the school’s best football season since 1905 and the first win- 
ning campaign since 1954, 

As a result, honors poured in on the Husker 
coach. He was named Midlands Coach of the Year 
by the American Coaches Association; finished in 
the No, 3 spot in the national coach of the year 
poll; was named head coach of the North squad in 
the Blue-Gray game and led them to victory; and 
was named to the coaching staff of the American 
Coaches Association All American Bowl game at 
Buffalo, N. Y¥., last June. Bob was also named 
Coach of the Week by UPI after Nebraska upset 
Michigan, 25-13, and UPI Coach of the Year for the 

BOB DEVANEY Big 8 area. 

_ Head Coach Devaney ranks near the top among the nation's 
coaches, percentage-wise, since becoming a head 
coach in 1957. His teams have a record of 44 wins, 
12 losses and five ties for .762. His record at Wyo- 

ming was 35- 10-5 and he won four Skyline titles during that stretch. 

Prior to his move to Wyoming, Devaney was a top-drawer assistant 
at Michigan State under both Biggie Munn and Duffy Daugherty. 

He went to Michigan State after 14 years of highly-successful high 
school coaching, In the seven years before joining the Spartan staff, 
Devaney’s prep teams at Alpena, Mich., posted a 52-9 record. 

A native of Saginaw, Mich., the 47-year-old Cornhusker coach grad- 
uated from Alma (Mich.) College in 1939 with a B.S. Degree in social 
sciences. At Alma he lettered three years in football as an end and 
captained the team during his senior year. 

Following graduation, he coached two years at Big Beaver High in 
Birmingham, Mich., four years at Keego Harbor, Mich., and one year 
at Saginaw as football assistant and head baseball coach. 

Bob is married to the former Phyllis Wiley, a college classmate, 
and the Devaney’s have two children—Michael, 19, and Patricia, 17.

Nebraska’s veteran-studded Red unit kayoed the Whites, 21-15, in 
the spring practice finale, top feature of All Sports Day in May. ~- 

The game was played at Lincoln's Seacrest Field—Memorial Stad- 
ium had just received new sod—and some 5,500 fans braved damp 
weather to see an impressive contest. 

Omaha World Herald sports editor Wally Provost summed up the 
intra-squad battle this way: “The veterans looked better than ever and 
numerous rookies exhibited fine potential.” 

Leading the veterans was All Big 8 quarterback Dennis Claridge. 
Denny hit all seven passes he tried for a total of 94 yards and’ one 
touchdown, a 22-yard flip to Larry Tomlinson for the clinching margin.

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CORNHUSKERS EDGE MIAMI, 36-34 
IN COLD GOTHAM BOWL ROUSER 


Despite bitter cold and sensational passing by George Mira, the 
Nebraska Cornhuskers upset the Miami Hurricanes, 36-34, in the 1962 
Gotham Bowl game at New York’s Yankee Stadium, 

It was Nebraska’s first post-season victory in three attempts: and 
capped a brilliant 9-2 season—best since 1905—in heart-stopping style. 

Few observers gave the Huskers much of a chance against the Mira- 
led Hurricanes and not even ithe most daring Broadway tout envisioned 
such a dramatic, action-packed contest in the 14-degree weather, 

The cold temperatures, coupled with a newspaper strike, cut the 
crowd to some 11,000 (6,000 paid), giving spacious Yahkee Stadium 
an air of vast emptiness. 

But those who were on hand—plus a nation-wide TV audience via 
ABC’s Wide World of Sports—saw a tremendous football game that 
wasn't decided until the final seconds, 

While Mira was spectaculat—he completed 24 of 46 passes for 321 
yards and two touchdowns—the Cornhuskers were not without first- 
rate heroes. 

Husker quarterback Dennis Claridge completed 9 of 14 passes for 
146 yards and one TD. Halfback Willie Ross galloped for 77 yards and 
turned in the top thrill of the day—a 93-yard kickoff return touch- 
down which put Nebraska ahead 13-12 in the second quarter. 

Ironically, Mira had only two passes intercepted—but both were 
tide-turners. With Nebraska leading 28-27 early in the fourth quarter, 
Claridge pulled in a deflected Mira fling at the Miami 43 and battled 
to the 39. In just five plays, Ross hurdled over from the one to score 
and Bill (Thunder) Thornton plunged for the PAT to make it 36-27. 

It wasn’t sewed up by a long shot, however. After a 44-yard kick- 
off return by Nick Spinelli, Mira kept the Hurricanes on the ground 
and it took just six plays for Nick Ryder to pound over, narrowing 
the gap to 36-34. 

Nebraska retaliated once again and drove to the Miami 8 before 
stalling. Back charged the Hurricanes, moving to the Husker 43 with 
the aid of two Mira passes and an interference call on Nebraska. 

But with a minute left, Nebraska's big*All Big 8 guard Bob Brown 
intercepted a Mira toss to finally ground the Hurricane ace. Claridge 
ran out the clock with three plunges and a punt which rolled dead as 
the gun sounded, capping one of the most exciting of the 1962 post- 
season games, 

Nebraska scored first, taking’a 6-0 lead after only 7:56 of the first 
quarter on Thornton’s one-yard buck. But until Claridge’s pass inter- 
ception in the fourth quarter neither team was able to go two-up— 
prompting an afternoon of nail-biting. 

Just before the end of the quarter, Mira hit Ben Rizzo with a 10- 
yard TD pass to tie the score and the Hurricanes moved in front, 12-6, 
early in the second quarter via Ryder’s one-foot plunge. 

Ross’ electrifying kickoff return changed the complexion once again, 
but the Huskers couldn’t stop Mira. In 12 plays the Hurricanes were 
back on top, 20-13.

Miami again drove ‘to the Husker 22 where a fake field goal try 
and an incomplete pass ended the threat. Then Claridge took over as 
the aerial attraction, guiding the Huskers to a tying touchdown in a 
minute and a half, 

Denny hit Dick Callahan for 15, Dave Theisen for 42, Callahan 
again for 9 and, finally, Mike Eger for a touchdown with only 42 
seconds left in the half. 

Both teams exchanged TDs’ jn the third avarice. Miami regained 
the driver’s seat after recovering a Husker fumble at the NU 21, scor- 
ing in five plays on John Bennett's 3-yard smash. 

After halting the Hurricanes at the NU 30, Nebraska stormed 70 
yards in 10 plays—Claridge hit 4 passes for 61 of the yards—to take 
the lead again, 28-27, and set the stage for the frantic fourth quarter. 

Statistically, Miami had a sizeable edge. But the scoreboard told 
the story—a stunning Nebraska victory to garnish a stunning 1962 
season. .

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UNIVERSITY OF NEBRASKA: ~*~ 
GREAT PLAINS CONTRIBUTOR 


The University of Nebraska as a Land-Grant institution serving 
Nebraska and the region, has been a major contributor to the culture 
and education of the Gréat Plains. 

The University, headed by Chancellor C, M. Hardin, has become a 
leader in a number of academic fields of study and is now experiencing 
a significant surge in growth and development, 

From its meager birth on Febr. 15, 1869, the University of Nebras- 
ka has grown from a small three-story building in a “prairie pasture” 
to a modern physical plant valued_at more than $60 million. 

More than 80,000 young people have sought knowledge in its lec- 
ture halls and laboratories. The faculty has grown to its present size 
of nearly 700 and its curricula offers a choice of nearly 2,000 courses. 

In the teaching department, the University is composed of ten col- 
leges and four schools, Present enrollment averages about 11,000 a 
semester, and students come from all over the world—every state in 
the Union and 44 foreign countries. . 

As you look at the’ campus today, the most immediate sign of 
growth is the new buildings, It is the home of the new $3 million Ne- 
braska Center for Continuing Education, and the $3 million Sheldon 
Memorial Art Galleries, the latter designed by Philip Johnson of New 
York City, one of the foremost architects in the United States. Just 
completed this year were the $4.5 million Twin Towers dormitories. 

Other structures under construction are: a modernistic library for 
the College of Agriculture, and the Behlen Physics Research Labora- 
tory. 

Not so readily observed are the increasing number of graduate 
students attracted to the University, the first institution to have a 
Graduate College west of the Mississippi. 

The University has produced many firsts and many great men and 
women. A few of the graduates include: Willa Cather, American auth- 
oress; Dr. George Beadle, Nobel-prize winning geneticist and Presi- 
dent of University of Chicago; General John Pershing; and Roscoe 
Pound, Harvard’s noted law dean. 

The University is a cultural center. It is the home of the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska State Museum, known for its collections of Ice Age 
fossils and the U. S. official repository for fossil vertebrate mammals 
of that period of geologic time, 

The College of Agriculture, on a separate campus in Lincoln, has a 
great heritage. It is the home of the internationally famous tractor 
testing laboratory. Since 1920, the rigid tests given almost every trac- 
tor in the United States, have been accepted as a world-wide stand- 
ard, The College’s men have produced Ranger, one of the most im- 
portant varieties of alfalfa and helped to produce hybrid corn. 

The School of Journalism this past year won first place for the 
second consecutive year in the William Randolph Hearst contest in 
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competition with the 45 schools of journalism in the United States. 
President John F. Kennedy presented the trophy to the School at the 
White House. 

Some of the other accomplishments of the faculty and University 
are: 

—A major scientific breakthrough in the, development of hybrid 
wheat was announced in 1962 by the University’s agronomy depart~ 
ment. Authorities called the finding one of the most significant con- 
tributions in 50 years of wheat breeding. 

—The University of Nebraska originated the idea of Band Day, 
which has spread to most of the major campuses throughout the 
nation. 

—Dr. Clyde Hyde, chairman of electrical engineering, made known 
in 1962 his discovery of a basic communication system -of the space 
age. The system uses two signals instead of one and eliminates many 
of the problems now occuring with space communications. 

—The University is one of three universities to be selected as a 
national Curriculum Study Centers of English in the nation, supported 
by a five-year $250,000 grant from the U, S. Office of Education. 

—In National Moot Court competition since 1953, when it first 
entered, the University’s Law College won the national, championship 
and a member of the team was considered the best individual in argu- 
ments in 1953; runner-up for the national in 1956 and received first 
prize for the best brief submitted and again had the best. individual 
argument; runner-up for the national in 1961 and had the best in- 
dividual argument. 

—The College of Medicine, located in Omaha, was selected in 1961 
as the site of the nation’s first Clinical Research Center for Mental 
Retardation. It is being financed by a $1.7 million grant from the U.S. 
Public Health Service. 

—In 1965, the University will be the site of the Congress of Inter- 
national Association on Quaternary Research. The 1961 meeting was 
held in Poland. The Congress will be one of the largest assemblies of 
world scientists ever gathered in the midwest.

Final figures revealed Nebraska came within 301 fans of equalling 
the all-time Memorial Stadiurn season attendance record-in 1962. The 
Cornhuskers drew 199,672 fans for the six home games, tompared to 
the record 199,973 fans who turned out for six games in 1960, 

Total 1962 attendance—either including the Gotham Bowl (392,940) 
or just the regular season (386,940)—was the third highest in history. 
The record was set in 1954 when the Huskers played before 418,058 
fans in 10 regular season games and the Orange Bow]. Runner-up 


honors belong to the 1956 Scarlets who attracted 396,147 fans.
